SHPINKOV, DEPUTY CHIEF OF FOREIGN TRADE MINISTRY'S PROTOCOL 
DEPARTMENT. COMMATT NOTED THAT ONLY ONE OF PULLMAN S THREE 
RESIDENT EMPLOYEES HAD RECEIVED MULTIPLE ENTRY/EXIT VISA AND 
SUGGESTED THAT MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE SHOULD BE MORE FORTH- 
COMING IN THIS AREA. 

2. IN REPLY, SHPINKOV, WHO HAS NOT BEEN EXPECIALLY POSITIVE WHEN 
PREVIOUSLY APPROACHED BY US ON THIS QUESTION, POINTED OUT THAT ONLY 
EIGHT SOVIET COMMERICAL REPRESENTATIVES PERMANENTLY STATIONED IN U.S. 
HAVE BEEN GIVEN MULTIPLE ENTRY VISAS WHEREAS MANY MORE U.S. BUSINESS- 
MEN HAVE SOVIET MULTIPLE ENTRY/EXIT VISAS. ACCORDING TO SHPINKOV, 
PROBLEM SHOULD BE SOLVED ON BASIS OF RECIPROCITY. 
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3. COMMENT: SHPINKOV'S REMARKS GIVE REASON TO BELIEVE THAT 
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SOVIETS WOULD BE RECEPTIVE TO APPROACH PROPOSED REFTEL WHEREBY
